A S ea C hang-v. 
Professor Baird, Cominis-doner of Fish and 
Fisheries, lias brought in his report for the 
lastJis/i-ca.\ year. 
It is a docurneut which 
can justly claim attention ou account of the 
novel mait'T- of interest which it presents. 
The Professor mentions one fact which we are 
sorry to be informed of—or rather sorry to be 
compelled to believe; that fishes of almost 
every kind are decreasing aloug our coasts. 
This is to bo deplored for various reasons, 
among which is the effect of the loss of the 
phosphorus supplied by them to the bruins of 
our people. It is, we suppose, well under­ 
stood (if not it ought to be) that the supply 
of fish for lood determines to a great degree 
the success of the cause of education, und in­ 
deed the general intellectual growth ot the 
country. Harvard and Yale college* were 
originally located near the sea ou account of 
the ease and cheapness with which piscatori­ 
al nutriment could in that way be furnished 
to the faculty and students in them from age 
to age. The position taken by those institu­ 
tions, at the very head of their kind in the 
United States, shows how wisely and well the 
fathers planned the tbiug.

cession of sophomores and seniors who 
have passed through those colleges has been 
noticeably in advauec of that shown by west­ 
ern students where everything else was equal. 
This lias been due almost entirely to the 
abundant presence of cod, mackerel, shad and 
red herring, with uow and then a whale used 
up to stimulate the torpid and Lilliputian 
brains of some uncommon dunce from the 
agricultural districts.

Courts of the state deciding that I am 
and recognizing me as legal Governor 
you can reco.guize Baxter as Governor. It is 
your duty to respond to hie application for 
federal help. If you cannot do ¡I it is your 
duty lo as»ist to suppress Che present domes­ 
tic violence. To disband my troops at this 
time under no other assurance than is con­ 
tained in your telegram of to-day would re- 
salt in tho assassination not only of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, but of many of 
my friends, especially colored men, who have 
been guilty of uo crime s.ivc fidelity to law 
and order. I shall hold my troops together 
for the purpose of the protection of citizens of 
the state who believe the expression of the 
will of the people at the ballot box should be 
enforced, and for the protection of those who 
who stand by the Constitution, laws and ju­ 
dicature of th« courts of the country.

R E T A T E . 
Washington, May 12. 
Mr. SCOTT, from the Finance Committeo 
reported an amendment to the second section 
of the new finance bill, striking out the pro 
vision for the retention of one-fourtli of coin 
interests on bonds held by the Treasury and 
substituting therefor the following: 
“ And 
each of s»id associations shall keep and 
maintain as pan of iis lawful money reserve 
one-third of the coin received by it a3 interest 
ou bonds of the United ¡5’ates deposited as 
securiiy for circulating notes or government 
deposits, unless such associations shall elect 
to exchange each proportion of coin for bonds 
of the United States of the character herein pro 
vided for, which shall thereupon, until the 1st 
day of January, 1878, be delivered to them by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and winch may 
a f tar ward* be held by such association anil 
considered as part of its reserve; three per 
cent, only of interest upon wbicli bonds shall 
be paid 
to such association 
or 
any holder thereof and the remaining two per 
cent, shall be retained by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the whole amount of gold thus 
received shall be applied by him exclusively to 
the payment of six per cent. 5-20 bonds of the 
United States. Ordered to be laid on the 
table and be printed. 
The Senate then resumed the consideration 
of the Geneva award bill, the pending ques­ 
tion being on the amendment of Thurman to 
strike out the clauae excluding claims of in­ 
surance companies. After some debate on 
the question, a vote was taken on tho amend­ 
ment of Thurman, and It was agreed to—yeas 
31, nays 27. 
Mr. SHERMAN offered an amendment that 
all claims Jirobable or to be allowed under the 
act shall be estimated and adjudged upon the 
basis of United States gold coin at the time of 
the loss. Tiie amendment was debated for 
some time and finally agreed to—yeas 37, 
nays 21. 
Mr. SHERMAN offered an amendment au­ 
thorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to pay 
judgmeut* of the court created by the bill iu 
coin, and for Hie purpose of raising such coin 
directing him to issue aud sell bonds of a sim­ 
ilar character to the new live per cent, bonds. 
Agreed to. 
Mr. STEWART offered an amendment that 
all expenses incurred by the United States in 
negotiating the award and car# and diitribu- 
tion of the samo shall be reimbursed before 
any private claim is paid. Agreed to—yeas 
21, nay* 20. 
Mr. BELL then reported to the Senate un 
amendment made in Committee of the Whole. 
Agreed to, with the aeception of Thurman’s 
amendment to strike out tho cluuse excluding 
claims of insurance companies from being 
considered, which was rejected-yeas 21, 
nays 29. 
A mo.ion Lo reconsider the last vote was re­ 
jected, as was also Thurman’s motion to lay 
the bill ou the table. 
Mr. EDMUNDS called for a vote on Stew­ 
art’s amendment to retain expenses incurred 
by the government in the negotiation, caro 
and distribution of tho award, and it was re­ 
jected.

There are days when parties are made up 
to gather spring flowers, and on the pleasant 
SfBfcrday afternoon* one riding about the ro­ 
mantic suburbs of our city frequently comes 
across a group of rosy-cheoked lads and 
lasses out for a holiday, gathering these har­ 
bingers of the opening of sunny skies and 
balmy breezes, growing where so lately lay 
the snow drifts.

The trailing arbutus, earliest and 
most fragrant of forest flowers, pushes aside 
with pink buds its suowy covering, and scents 
with its silver-white and sweet-smelling censers 
all the waiting woods around, and thaw3 with 
Us warm breath the late protecting drift. The 
pale, purple bloom of the hepática, with its 
green trefoil, glossy yet from forgotten autumn 
rains, lifts itself timidly from the rich russet 
of old loaves. 
Aud, later on, the glow of the 
wild columbino reddens the gray of all the 
rocky hill-sides. 
These are hut a few of the harbingers of the 
opening year. 
In every nook, beneath tall 
trees, and in the shadow of old, lichencd 
rocks, color and odor are bursting forth. The 
birch anJ the poplar are hanging out their 
catkins of gold and deep bronze, and the 
maples, ail odorous and red, are tilled with 
murmurous bees.
